WOMAN KILLS HER SON-IN-LAW,

Body Thrown in Pond—Woman's
Cold Blooded Tulk of Killing.

Jan, 1,—Arreated
within a few minutes after the
bloody remalins of her son-in-law,
Frederick Wasserlaben, had been
found In A pond near the western
city limits, Mra. Mary L. Godau last
night made a full confosslon of the
deed. Wasserlaben had been shot
turee times, twice through the head
and once through the arm. The klill-
ing oceurred at the home of Wasser-
Inben, after, according to the confes-
glon, Insulting remarks were made tu
Mre Godau.

As 1 result of the alleged insult,
Mrs. Godau says she saw Wasserla-
ben's gun in a hall rack, pleked [t up
and returned to the room. ‘I raised
the pistol, and, looking him stratght
In the face, pulled the triggoer, I
thought 1 would do a good job while
I was at It, so I pulled the trigger
agaln.'

Subsequenlly, Mra, Godan took the
body in a wagon and dumped It Into
the pond, where It was discovered.

Last Musband Mardered.

Mrs. Godau has been married three
times, Joseph Godau, her last hus-
band, was murdered in a manner slm-
{lar to the deed of to-day, but the
grand jury falled to Indlet her. An-
other husband, named Stelner, mys-
terlously disappenred.

As a result of the finding of 'he
badly mutilated body of Wasserlanen
floating in a pool near the western
llmits of this e¢lty thla morning, the
dead man's wite and Mra. Mary T.

Godau, his mother-In-law, wore
placed under arrest, chargad with
tha erime.

Two bullet wounds were found in
the head and one In the arm of the
deand man, and his head had been
horribly battered, apparontly with
some blunt instrument,

Several hours after tha finding of
the body a number of garments sat-
urated with blood were unearthed
under the Wasserlaben home, about
a mlle from the pool where the body
was found,

It was the theory that Wasserla-
ben was killed In his homo and the
body earried to the place where {t
was found. In an effort to avold de-
tection, it was belleved the bhloody
clothing was brought back Lo the
dead man’s homo and concenled.

Mrs. Wasserlaben, in a statemont
made before her mother's confesslon,
declared that she krew nothing of
the affalr until advised of the finding
of the body. 8he asserted that she
last spw her husband at noon yester-
day. Mrs. Godau at first refused to
make any statement, but confessed
1ater.

STILL ONE MORE HOMICIDE.

Young Henry Cheek Shot and Killed
By o Child,

Henry Cheek, a young man of
about 20 years of .ge, was shot and
killed at the home of Tinle Killburn,
in the Woll Stake sectlon of Oconee,
last Wednesday night. Statements
made before the coroner's jury were
vory conflicting, but sufilclent evi-
dence was brought out to warrant
the arrest of four members of the
Killburn family, Those now in jall
under indletment are Tinle Killburn,
Lillle Killburn, Henry and Jimmie
Killburn, the latter a boy of about
15 years, who clalmg that he fired
the shol Lhat Instantly killed young
Cheek, by accldent, not knowing that
the gun he used was loaded. There
I8 testimony to the contrary, how-
ever, one witness having told on the
stand of threats made by the boy
several days previous to the effect
that he would kill Cheek.

The clreumstances surrounding the
killing aro to the effeet that the fam-
ily had become obnoxlous In the com-
munity and had been notifled to
leave, and that threats had been
made that they would be foreed to
leave if thoy did not do so volun-
tarily. Young Check, it is eclalmed,
went to the house spupposedly as a
friend to assist in resisting possible
efforts to oust the family.

There are two other members of
the family, a boy and a girl, and
they, too, are at the jall, though not
held as prisoners. They are about
11 and 12 years of age respectively,
and having no one to care for them
thoy are under the ecare of Sherlff
Kay until some disposition can be
made of them., Efforts are being
made to have them admitted to tho
Rescue Orphanage at Columbia, but
80 far no deflnite arrangements have
been perfected. In ease they are not
placed there they will be doubtless
eared for at the county poor farm.

Young Henry Cheek was a son of
Mr. and Mra, J, D. Cheek, who re-
sldo In the New Hope community.
The deepeat sympathy ls felt for them
in thelr sorrow.

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MEN HELD FOR DYNAMITING.

Three Union Leaders Indicted by Los
Angeles Grand Jury,

Los Angeles, Cal,, Dec, 30.—0Olaf
A. Tveltmoe, secretary-treapurer of
the State Bullding Trades Counecll;
J. B. Munsey, leader of the Salt Lake
Union of Structural Iron Workers,
and Anton Johannsen, organlzer of
the State Building Trades Couneil,
were Indicted to-day by the Tederal
grand jury in connection with the al-
leged natlon-wide dynamiting con-
spiracy. Thelr arrest followed.

The three labor leaders have been

here for some time as witnesses In
the government dynamite inquiry
and were arrested In  the witness

room In. the' Federal bullding a few
minutes after the indictments were
read.

They Were Not Surprised.

None of them expressed any sur-
prise, and when told by Deputy Uni-
ted States Marshal Albert Sittell that
they were under arrest for alleged
compllelty with the MeNamara bro-
thers and were wanted at once In
the I'ederal Court, they proceeded
without a word.

The charge against the three la-
bor leaders iz the general accusation
of conspiracy to transport dynamite
in violation of Inter-State commerce
law. The true bills under which the
men were taken prisoners were but
a part of the packet containing an
unknown number of Indlctments,
Deputy marshals were sent oul im-
mnrdiately and it was sald other ar-
rests were Imminent, both here and
in San Franelsco.

The actlon of the grand Jury af-
fected Tveltmoe. He was pale when
taken Into the United States mar-
shal's office,

“Who will you have for your at-
torney?" Johannsen was asked.

“Blamed If I know; we've had
too many attorneys already,” he re-
plied.

Bail, it was sald, had been fixed at
$5,000 for each man, and Attorney
Harriman, after a conference with
the threo prisoners, left the IFederal
building to obtain the security.

United States Distriel Attorney A.
I. MeCormlek announced that in ad-
dition to Tveltmoe, Johannsen and
Munsey, indictments returned by the
grand jury named K. A. Clancy, the
Me¢Namara brothers, Ortie MeMani-
gal and Schmidt and Caplan,

ished its Investigatlon by any
means,"” heo sald,
